The effects of a decision by Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue R. E. Cabell, may re- 
sult’ in the aholition of ‘ moonshining’ 
among purveyors of colored oleomargarine, 
according to the local revenue officers.

The big storm, which is spreading desola- 
tion through the fruit and vegetable districts 
of the middie west, spread yesterday down 

Mississippi valley to the south, bringing 
freezing weather to southern Illinois, Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, western Kentucky, ‘Tennes- 
see, and northern Mississippi. 

In striking contrast, the area of warm 
weather in the extreme northwest spread, so 
that while the thermometer sto at 28 
in Cairo, it registered 82 in Edmonton, and 
when Memphis shivered under 82 degrees, 
Medicine Hat was comfortable under sunny 
skies at 84. Dven in Nashville the mercury 
approached the 2 point, while in Cal- 
gary it soared to . 

The temperature in Chicago varied between 
27 and 88 degrees, but most of the time it 
was slushy, snowy, rainy, windy} and 
erally. le, rather than cold. 
same kind of weather is in stare tea the site 
today, but a promise of warmth and sunshine 
is heid out for tomorrow.

Denies Any Restraint of Trade, 

Mr. Merrill—You say in restraint of trade. 
That is not the intent of the call, at least. 
It would be paradoxical to say that it wae in 
restraint of trade, because as a matter of 
fact, the establishing of the call restored the 
greatest freedom of trade. That was the 
object of it. There was great restraint of 
trade established by concentration in the 
hands of seven firms before the establishment 
of the call, and the theory of it and the prac- 
tical working of it is to restore that trade to 
open bids and competition of at least 150 sep- 
arate firms, instead of seven firms. 

The chairman—And yet, from the stand- 
point of the seller of grain, would it not be 
better to have competition between seven 
firms than to have no competition between 
150 firms? 

Mr. Merrili—He has now the active com- 
petition of all buyers. It is only suspended 
until the next morning, and then he has the 
most active competition of all of them until 
1:15, so that there is no restraint. 

The chairman—Have you any information 
as to whether it has been more satisfactory 
to sellers than the former condition? 

Mr. Merrili—Well, I have heard no com- 
plaint about.it. In fact. I am sure that it is 
much more satisfactory to them. 


Anti-Corner Rule Is Effective. 

Mv. White had testified that an attempt to 
pass a rule against corners in the board 
had failed. Mr. Merri thus explained a 
change of heart: 

Had twenty-six of our members voted 
the other way—and I think there ars a good 
many of the others who have changed their 
minds —— should have bad such a 
rule: but, following that, Mr. Chairman, @ 
resolution was offered before our directors 
which provided that any attempt at fore- 
stalling or cornering or manipulating the 
market thereafter would be regarded by this 
directorate as being a grave offense, and ot 
rule relating to such offense would be rigidly 
enforced. I offered that resolution myseit.

Furthermore, the effect of this has been 
directly opposite to that of a trust. Before 
the introduction .of the call rule the cash 
grain business was all in the hands of a few 
large firms. Now it is distributed among 
about 150 firms, because all have a fair 
chance. Every firm is given a much broader 
market. ’ 
I have no doubt that in all these matters 
the board of trade is acting within its legal 
rights, It is a close corporation and has 
under ite charter the right to control the ac- 
tions of its members. In fixing the hours for 
trading its action has been as reasonabie as 
that of any State street department store 
in fixing the hours in which the public will 
be allowed to trade on its premises. 


Less Confident of Points, , 
Mr. Fitch was not 80 confident on these 
points. 
The call rule has been in force only a few 
years,” he sad. There always has been 
a question in the minds of many of the mem- 
bers of the board as to the legality of the rule. 
It was put in effect at the request of the cash 
grain buyere to prevent overbuying, and has 
never been accepted by aH members as an ad- 
visable measure.

He was to have been married within a short 
time to Javenina Russo of 870 Gault court. 
She came from Italy four days ago to become 
his wife. Catanzoa ie said to have desired an 
immediate marriage, but Miss Russo did not 
want to be married until after the banns had 
been published, so the wedding was post- 
poned. 


Is Shot Three Times. 

Catanzoa was shot three times. Persons 
near the saloon heard the sounds of a strug- 
le and then heard the shots. They forced 
entrance to the saloon, but the murderer 
had fied. 

It is said that Catanzoa was conscious when 
he was discovered and that he made a state 
ment accusing a negro woman of being his 
slayer. The arrest of Mrs. Lundine and Mrs. 
Simpson was made in the belief that they

An Illinois manufacturer says that the 

ten hour law for women means an in- 


the consumer will have to pay. He would 
have it appear that it was in the interest 
of the consumer that the manufacturers 
fought the law in the legislature and the 
courts. It has been the impression that 
their opposition was due to the belief—a 


hurt them. 


It the limitation on the hours of labor 
of ‘women in factories should increase the 
cost of the product to the consumer he 
ought to stand the cost. He would be 
willing to do it when he knew that the 
purpose of the limitation was, as the Ju- 
preme court puts it, to preserve the 
health of women” and to promote “ the 
health, morals, and genera! welfare of the 
public.” The average consumer is more 
opén to the appeals of humanity than are 
many manufacturers. : 
When through law or moral gsuasion 
and the contagion of example manufac- 
turers shall assume new burdens aud 
eure for injured employés and the families 
of those who are killed, the cost of pro- 
duction and the consequent cost of goods 
to the consumer may be increased, If so, 
he should foot the bill. That there would 
be any for him to foot is uncertain. It 
is not contended that the German con- 
sumer is aware of ſuy increase in price 
because of the German industrial insur- 
ance system. 

The itation on the hours of labor of 
women will not make anything cost the 
consumer more. The limitation will in- 
crease the efficiency of labor and thus 
keep down the cost of production. The 
shortening of the hours of the women in 
New England cotton mills did not add 
to the cost of production. The Illinois 
consumer may rest assured that the deep 
interest in his welfare the manufacturers 
are now professing is uncalled for, 
The truth is that many manufacturers 
ate short sighted and selfish. They care 
nothing about the future efficiency of 
labor which will be promoted by a timi-. 
tation on hours. Ag long as they have an 
abundant present supply. of labor they 
do not eare how the next generation 
fares. That labor is a force which

STUPID AND SHAMEFUL PARSIMONY

despite his professions of loyalty and allegiance to the 
republic and notwithstanding his explicit abandonment 
of all monarchical pretensions, he becomes an exile 
from French territory, and an outlaw under the law 
of the land, which explicitly states that “the senior 
representative of any family that has exercised sover- 
eignty over France is barred from French territory and 
excluded from all the rights of French citizenship.” 
In that case, the duke of Orleans, having ceased to 
be the senior representative of the French Bourbons, 
would be permitted to return to France to take up his 
residence there and to resume his rights as a French 
citizen. His banishment would cease, the law dealing 
with the outlawry of the senior representatives of the 
fermerly reigning houses would no longer apply to 
him, and the republic, without any legal means of 
expelling him, save after a trial by the senate on a 
charge of high treason, would be compelled to tolerate 
in Paris and in fact everywhere in France the presence 
of the acknowledged leader of the Royalist party, a 
possibility which it does not contemplate with equan- 
imity, despite all its professions of contempt and ridi- 
cule for the duke’s pretensions to the throne of France.

It teems 
with blowing up of houses, with people being put to 
sleep by means of drugs, with shootings, gcuttling of 
ships, etc., with a careful avoidance of date and local- 
ity which would admit of investigation for the sake 
of securing corroboration.

not by themselves, 
has been obtained, unless I am much mistaken, from 
the Prussian government archives, which have 
it on file in legalized copy, if not in the original, since 
it officially was sworn to by Naundorff himself at 
Brandenburg in 1824. 

It was on the strength of this report that the Na- 
tional Society of History of France, composed of the 
most erudite authorities on history in the country, 
condemned the pretensions of the Naundorff Bourbons 
in a decision recently given to the effect that the 
Naundorff legend was without any historical basis.

On the 
first occasion she was released by means of an ex- 
change of prisoners. There always has been a mys- 
tery as to how she obtained her freedom the second 
time. But it is generally understood that she used 
her tongue to such terrible effect against the Boers 
that captured her that they were only too glad to let 
her go. For she is sharp tongued, clever, and inde- 
pendent, and accustomed to speak her mind with the 
utmost freedom and fearlessness: 

Few women are better known in London than this 
youngest sister of the late Lord Randolph Charchill 
and aunt of the present duke of Marlborough and of 
Winston Churchill. Of medium height, with dark 
hair, strongly marked eyebrows, and an excellent 
complexion, she is in dress one of the smartest women 
in England, is moreover a splendid horsewoman, de- 
voted to hunting, and has hunted and shot in almost 
every country in the world, killing tigers in India, 
grizzlies in the Rockies, tigers, lions, and elephants 
in East Africa, and has ridden after kangaroo in Aus- 
tralia and after boar in North Africa.
